Actor Mansfield Suggests That the 


Philanthropist Found a National

CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Richard Mansfield, the fore- 
most Americen actor, paid his re- 
spects to Andrew Carnegie, the fore- 
most American philanthropist, at the 
G room Club dinner today, and of- 
fe 4 suggestions of general interest 
concerning Carnegie’s published pur- 
pose to give a million a month to 
charity during the remainder of his 
life. 

“The American stage,” said Mans- 
field, “has called to ite service scores 
of young actors and actresses who 
are true geniuses. Their work Is in 
the main characterized by purity and 
honorable ambition, surpassed by the 
members of no other profession. The 
obstacles in their path are perhaps 
more numerous and more serious than 
those which retard the advance of 
young men and women in other pro- 
fessions. They are worthy to be aided 
and encouraged by men who have won 
the command of mighty power rep- 
resented in large fortunes. 

“If it is true, as reported, that Car- 
negie means to give away a million 
dollars monthly, mainly to found li- 
braries — provide churches with or- 
gans, truly admirable benevolences in 
their way, I would suggest to him 
the advisability of setting aside a 
sufficient sum to found and maintain 
@ national theater.” 

Mansfield told what excellent influ-

had upon the drama of that country, 
and concluded with the declaration 
that no wiser use of money intended 
to be used for a benevolent purpose 
could be found, since next to the 
church and schoolhouse, the thester 
is the greatest educator of the people.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The cere« 
mony of counting the electoral 
vote for President and Vice- 

President, cast at the election last fall, 

took place-in the hall of the House of 

Representatives at 1 o'clock today, at 

a joint session of the House and Senate. 

The method of counting is prescribed 

with great detail by the statutes, and 

was followed literally today. Great 
crowds thronged the galleries to wit- 
ness the interestipg spectacle. 

At 12:45 o'clock proceedings in the 
House were suspended, and five rows 
of seats upon the right of the hall 
were vacated for the members of the 
Senate. 

At one minute of 1 o'clock, Col. 
Ramsdell, sergeant-at-arms of the Sen- 
ate, appeared at the main door oppo- 
site the Speaker’s desk, and announced 
the President pro tem. and members 
of the Senate. The members of the 
House rose to receive them, while page 
boys, carrying the caskets in which 
the electoral’ returns were deposited, 
took them to the clerk’s desk. 

Senator Frye, President pro tem. of 
the Senate, ascended the rostrum, and 
took his place at the right of Speaker 
Eleandeseon. to preside over the joint 


the electoral: vote was éounted, four 
years ago. Immediately below 
Henderson and Senator Frye, the 
clerk's desk, were the tellers of the 
two houses, Senators Chandler of New 
Hampshire and Caffery of 

and Representatives Grosvenor of Ohio 
and Richardson of Tennessee, flanked 
on either hand by the secretary of the 
Senate, Mr. Bennett, and the clerk of 
the House, Mr. McDowell. Still below, 
on the floor, the other officers of the 
House and Senate ranged themselves 
in front of the marble rostrum. Sena- 
tor Frye rapped loudly for order when 
all were seated. 

“The Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States,” he an- 
nounced, “are in joint session, pur- 
suant to the Constitution and laws of 
the United States, for opening the cer- 
tificates and.counting the votes for 
electors for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. If there is 
no objection, the formal portions of 
the certificates will be omitted. The 
certificate of the State of Alabama 
will be read by the tellefs, who will 
make a list of votes therefrom.” 

Thereupon Senator Chandler read in 
extenso the certificates of the vote of 
Alabama, giving 11 votes for William 
Jennings Bryan of Nebraska for Presi- 
dent, and 11 votes for Adlai E. Steven- 
son of Illinois for Vice-President. When 
Senator Caffery was about to read the 
certificate of the State of Arkansas, 
Senator Cockrell of Missouri addressed

COBURG CONSUL’S REPORT.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The American Conspl at 
Coburg, Germany, sends the following 
to the State Department today: 

“This consular district presents a vir- 
gin field for“first-class American fruit, 
either dried, canned or fresh. With 
the exception of three stores, which the 
writer has prevailed upon to handle 
fruit imported from the United States, 
practically none of the business houses 
here deal in this class of fruits. 

“If one of the large fruit concerns of 
the United States would establish a 
depot in this city, so that fruits would 
not have to pass through the hands of 


ness would be built wp in spite of an- 
noying discrimination against this class 
of our products, but if goods have to be 
hauled over and middlemen’s profits 
deducted, by the time they reach here 
the fruits are not in good condition, 
and the prices are so high that the re- 
tailers’ margin is very small. 

“The local market for good dried 
peaches, prunes, pears and apricots, as 
well a8 evaporated smal! fruits, is an 
excellent one, if the goods are delivered, 
at moderate prices, direct to the re- 
tailers.

The 
Earl car line is to be absorbed by the 
Fruit Growers’ Express, better known 
as the Armour Refrigerator Car Line, 
and the big deal, which means a trans- 
fer of nearly $2,000,000 of property in- 
terests, has for the time being sup- 
planted in public interest the hig 
transaction by which the Southern 
Pacific Company has fallen to other 
owners. | 
The retirement of Earl, who at times 
has publicly advanced the claim that 
he has done more to develop the fruit 
industry of California than any other 
individual or corporation, will furnish 
much food for thought to.the fruit 
growers throughout the State. Whether 
or not the fruit industry will be bene- 
fited by his retirement remains to be 
seen. The Armour car line, by assum- 
ing control of the Earl cars and busi- 
ness of the C.F.X. car line, succeeds to 
an absolute monopoly of the refrigera- 
tor-car business in California. except 
in the handling of the Southern Cali- 
fornia orange crop, a small percentage 
of which will continue, as heretofore, 
to be handled in Santa Fé rerigerator 
care. 
The Southern Pacific officials pro- 
fessed today to be not greatly sur- 
prised at the announcement of the big 
sale. One prominent traffic official sug- 
gested that it would have been a 
great move for the Southern Pacific to 
acquire Earl's business and thus offer 
one concession for which the fruit 
growers have long been contending. 
From present indications, however, 
there is no immediate prospect that 
the transportation lines interested in 
the fruit business of the State will fur- 
nish their own equipment of fruit cars, 
and the big deal now being closed is 
expected to give to the Fruit Growers’ 
Express an absolute monopoly of pri- 
vate-car-line business for a long time 
to come.

Goodale, of the Forty-first Regiment:

The 
army service of both these officers ex- 
pires in July; fiscal, Juan Garcia. The 
salaries were fixed as follows: Gov- 
ernor, $1600; Secretary, $1000; Treas-

BIG DECREASE IN DISFASE. 
"Cc? WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

MANILA, Feb. 13.—[By Manila Ca- 
ble.) Statistics just issued by the 
Board of Health of Manila show that 
from January 1 to February 11 there 
has been a decrease of 77 per cent. in 
the number of cases of bubonic Plague 
and a decrease of 25 per cent. in the 
cases of smallpox. 

The Federal hae organized 
branches in Subig. Maj. Langhorne, 
with a detachment of the Thirty-ninth 
Infantry, had a successful engagement 
with the Insurgents at Tuy, fifteen 
miles from Batangas.

UIT QUARANTINE BILL 
APPARENTLY KILLED. 


SPEAKER REFUSES TO ‘LET IT 
COME UP IN HOUSE. 

Senator Proctor Will Fight it if At- 
tempt is Made to Make it an Amend- 


ment to the Agricultural Appropria- 
tion Bill. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Fruit and Shrub Quar- 
antine Bill appears to be dead tonight, 
but there ie a good deal of excitement 
going on about it. This morning peo- 
ple in Southern California commenced 
telegraphing here about this bill. The 
Southern California Fruit Exchange 
wired to Representative Needham to 
insist that Capt. Daniels’s amendment, 
the text of which was wired to The 
Times last night, be kept in the bill. 
That amendment provides that States 
and Territories reserve the right to 
make their own quarantine inspections, 
regardiess of this bill. But it is all 
over, because Senator Proctor of Ver- 
mont refuses to allow the quarantine 
bill to be placed upon the Agricultural 
Appropriation Bill as an amendment, 
and Speaker Henderson refuses to al- 
low it to come up in the House. 

Representative Needham believes 
there is a mi derstanding about the 
matter, and that this misunderstand- 
ing would better be straightened out or 
it will be impossible ever to get the 
quarantine bill through Congress. Mr. 
Needham said tonight: 

“As originally drawn, the bill gave 
the Agricultural Department authority 
to make regulations for the inspection 
of nursery stock in the country where 
it is grown for export to the United 
States. These reguiations the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture was authorized to 
see were carried out, so that there will 
be no question that nursery stock 
shipped here would be free from dis- 
ease. The billl provided that stock so 
examined before its departure for this 
country should be admitted here free 
from further ins tion. 

“These nurserymen who are here 
from lowa and Georgia say they agree 
to that sort of bill, and will agree to 
it now. But afterward, an amendment 
was inserted providing that nothing in 
the bill should prevent the inspection 
of nursery stock by States and Terri- 
tories at the final point of destination. 
The nurserymen who are here say 
they oppose that because it would 
make two inepections of all nursery 
stock possible—one at the starting 
point and one upon entering the State 
or Territory to which it is consigned. 

“They tell me that this second in- 
spection would necessitate taking all 
wrappings from the stock, and would, 
in many cases, cause great damage to 
be done on account of the care with 
which nursery stock has been packed. 
It rather seems to be that if one proper 
inspection is had, under the direction 
of the Secretary of Agriculture and by 
experts approved by him, as provided 
in the original bill, that ought to be 
sufficient. It hardly seems to me that 
our fruit men in California can fuily 
understand thie point. It is a thing 
that will have to be agreed upon be- 
fore the bill can ever pass.” 

The nurserymen who are here look- 
ing after the bill are very hot et Capt. 
Daniels of Riverside for having th 
amendment placed in the bill. They 
declare that he went before the com- 
mittee in the House and represented 
that he was empowered by interests 
that got up the original bill to amend 
it, whereas they say he had no such 
authority. They get very fierce when 
they talk about the Riverside states- 
man, and declare that byt for him the 
Shrub Quarantine Bill would go upon 
the statute books this session.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The Sun- 
dry Civil Bill was taken up when the 
session opened, and Mr. Bell of Colo- 
rado, a member of the Appropriations 
Committee, began a speech on the ex- 
travagance of the present Congress.

Later, speaking of our policy in the 
Philippines and China, Mr. Cockran 
said: “Talk about progress and Chris- 
tianity, if p and Christianity 
mean marching under many flags of 
plunderers and the swords of Christian 
soldiers dripping in the blood of plun- 
dered people, it is time to quit, or fling 
away the masquerade and say: ‘Prog- 
ress has turned freebooter; Christian- 
ity slumbers, and God is dead.’

It | «se now yielded this 
point, and has promised if the miiltia 
of the State of Bermudez appear at 
Guanoco and demand the surrender of 
the disputed property, it wil) yleld to 
any orders of the government of that 
State. It has, however, reserved the 
right to defend the property if demand 
be made by unauthorized civilians, 
whom it will consider a mob.

HURTS AMERICAN TRADE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The State 
Department and the Treasury Depart- 
ment are being deluged with telegrams 
from vast business interests, protest- 
ing against the imposition of the 
countervailing duty on sugar imported 
from Russia. .Neariy all of the cor- 
respondents urge that such action on 
the part of the United States will 
prove ruinous to our export trade with 
Ruesia, which already has attained 
large proportions, with promise of an 
increase in the future, as the Siberian 
Rallroad and new trans-Pacific steam- 
ship lines are up. 

Inquiry at the departments named 
shows that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury took this step, as set out in his 
letter yesterday, with great re- 
luctance, and only after the most pa- 
tient investigation into the merits of 
the case. It wak fully realized that 
the result of the decision to impose the 
differential duty would injdriously af- 
fect American trade in agricultura! im- 
plements, machinery, railway material 
and rolling stock,~ and of the other 
great staples of export to Russia. But 
it appeared that there was no way out 
of it, i¢ the law was to be enforced, 
and the Secretary was obliged to nega- 
tive the Russian contention that the 
Russian government actually paid no 
bounty on export sugar, such as would 
subject it to the United States counter. 
vailing duty.

TATE OF SIEGE 
PROCLAIMED AT MADRID. 

NUMEROUS CLASHES BETWEEN Po- 
LICE AND POPULACE. 

Students Raise the Cry of “Long Live 
Liberty” and Stone a Convent— 


Funeral of De Campoamor Attended 
With Serious Disturbance. 


(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

MADRID, Feb. 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} A state of siege has been pro- 
claimed here. : 

Music on the .public squares and a 
general holiday had been arranged as 
today’s programme of the Asturias- 
Bourbon marriage festivities, but all 
this has been abandoned on account of 
the attitude of the populace. 

With nightfall every approach. to the 
Puerto del Sol was jammed with the 
idle populace. Insulting remarks were 
hurled at the police and the civil guard. 
A trumpeter sounded a charge, which 
was made with swords drawn. Heads 
were not spared, many persons were 
injured and there were numerous ar- 
rests, 

The scattering crowds sought the 
shops and hotels. All the front doors 
of the Hotel de Paris were smashed in, 
a great crewd assembling there. The 
police and guards charged into the 
streets, but the dispersed throngs 
quickly reassembled. AS was antici- 
pated, the funeral of Don Ramon de 
Campoamor was attended with serious 
disturbances. The weather was beau- 
tiful and enormous crowds gathered 
along the route. 

Considerable disorder marked 
passage of the procession, but the 
troops stationed at strategic points 
prevented any formidable outbreak, un- 
til the end of the city was reached. 
At that point the demonstrators, who 
included many students, raised the 
ery of “Long live Hberty,” and having 
broken up into smal! parties, proceede } 
to various parts of Madrid to renew 
the demonstration. One band of 
students stoned a convent. 

In the evening fresh riots took place 
at several points. The gendarmes 
charged with drawn swords and a 
number of persons were wounded or 
bruised. The demonstrators replied to 
the charges of the gendarmes with 
showers of stones. 

Altogether some thirfy arrests were 
made during the day, including a mili- 
tary officer, whose arrest resulted in 
a@ protest by his brother officers, the 
matter being referred to the captain- 
general. 

The authorities have warned the 
newspapers to abstain from the pub- 
lication of news or comments calcu- 
lated to fan the present agitation.

His Majesty Reads His Reply 
—Parliament to Assem- 
ble Today. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}]) The Lord Mayor, the sheriffs and 
aldermen, robed in Mazarine gowns, 
accompanied by civic officers, sword- 
bearers, mace-bearers and other at- 
tendants, proceeded in state carriages to 
St. James Palace today to present to 
the King a loyal address on behalf of 
the city of London. The King and the 
Duke of Cornwall and York, attended 
by their suites, reached the palace 
Shortiy after noon. The ceremonial 
was the same as is observed at a levee. 
All the principal officers of state were 
present. The King wore the uniform of 
a field marshal and the Duke of York 
wore a rear admiral’s uniform. 

His Majesty was received at the en- 
trance by the great. officers of state, 
was conducted to the throne room anid 
received the address. His Majes‘y 
varied the customary procedure. In- 
stead of merely handing a reply, he 
read it in a clear, firm voice. The 
King’s reply to the address of the cor 
poration of the city of London was as 
follows: 

“I am much gratified at your loy2! 
and dutiful addresses, and the zeal and 
affection they testify for my throne 
and person. It is a great consolation 
to me in my grief to know of the wide 
and heartfeit sympathy to which you 
give expression, and with you I will 
ever cherish the recollection of the 
memorable reign of my beloved mother, 
renowned in our annats alike for the 
progress of the people in prosperity 
and refinement, and for their ever- 
widening and deeping attachment to 
our government and institutions. 

“The ancient city of London. alike 
illustrious by its history and by the 
efforts of its enterprising citizens, has 
ever been foremost in responding to 
the call of duty, and in devotion to the 
interests of the empire, and I feel cer- 
tain its future will not belie its glorious 


past. 

“I humbly join in your prayer that 
the blessings of Almighty God may be 
continued to myself and my consort, 
and I confidently hope the efforts I 
will make to fulfill the expectations of 
my happy and loyal people will, under 
divine guidance, promote the welfare 
of my empire and the prosperity of ai! 
classes of my subjects.”’ 

The King’s reply te the address of 
the London County Council was of sim- 
llar tenor, but also inciuded references 
to the improvements orf London. His 
Majesty said he was confident the Lon- 
don County Council would not slacken 
its efforts to deal with the many dif- 
ferent questions, especially the proper 
housing of the working c! . “which 
is one in which I have aiways taken 
the deepest personal! interest.” 

The hour fixed for the opening in 
state tomorrow of the first Parliament 
of King Edward VII is 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. King Edward, in pursuance 
of his general purpose to inaugurate 
various changes in the systems hitherto 
prevailing, has ordered a departure from 
the ordinary practice of giving out a 
forecast of the speech from the throne 
at the opening of Parliament. Hereto- 
fore, the text of such speeches were 
practically known the night before 
their delivery. This time, however, the 
King intends to inject a personal ele- 
ment, and will himself first divulge the 
terms of his speech from the throne 
tomorrow, when he personally reads it.

His latest borrowing process is not 
yet complete, but experts condemn it 
in advance as petty and feeble and 
contrast his entire management of na- 
tional finances during the war with 
Secretary Gage's conduct of the Ameri. 
can treasury during the war with 
Spain. 

It is not believed in diplomatic cir- 
cles that the King’s speech will con- 
tain any reference to the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. The Foreign Office has 
not been in a position to resume nego- 
tiations over the Senate amendments 
at the opening of the reign, when the 
King and Cabinet were preoccupied 
with many details. There are no 
precedents for determining the  pro- 
cedure when a treaty has been 
amended as the canal treaty has been. 
It is safe to assume that the Foreign 
Office will deal with the amendments 
as new propositions, and consider it- 
self at liberty to alter them, precisely 
as the Senate has modified the original 
text of the treaty. If this be done, 
there will be a resumption of negotia- 
tions, either here or at Washington, at 
an early day.

Japan for three years is given in Shep- 
person's “Cotton Facts,” as follows: 


For 1897, 516,822 bales; for 1898, 644,818 


bales; for 1899, 747,362 bales. It thus 
appears that the consumption of cot- 
ton is steadily increasing In Japan. 
The amount of American cotton con- 
sumed in that country increased from 
86,324 bales in 1897 to 220,597 bales in 
1899. Only a small amount of cotton 
is produced in Japan. The larger part 
of the fiber used in the mills of Japan 
comes from British India and the 
United States, although Chinese cotton 
is used to some extent. 


The manufacture of cotton is also

The contrac- 
tor, however, considered his work 
done the moment water was struck. 
Nature put an end to the contro- 
versy, temporarily, by stopping up the 
hole, so that the flow of water was 
practically stopped. As soon as the 
rand pump would be put to work, how- 
ever, the flow of gas and water would 
be resumed. At Meyer's request, 
Quiggle adopted various devices to 
get the gas and water under control, 
without shutting off the supply en- 
tirely. Some intricate and expensive 
machinery, including an air compres- 
sor, etc., Was installed for this pur- 
pose. gle continued to experi- 
ment with the well until June, 1900. 
By that time the casing of the well 
had become warped and bent and the 
hole was otherwise obstructed, so that 
the flow of water was entirely shut 
off, but gas was still escaping in con- 
siderable quantities, and affords {il- 
lumination for the neighborhood, when 
ignited at night, to the present day.

About this stage of the game Meyer 
tried to borrow $20,0°0 to replace a 
previous loan of %16,000 secured by a 
mortgage on the ranch. But when it 
came to making out a new mortgage, 
the abstract company refused to gcuar- 
antee clear title, owing to Quixgie’s 
claim against the ranch under his con- 
tract for developing water. In order 
to test the validity of Quiggie’s claim 
and to quiet title, Attorney Reymert, 
for Meyer, began suit against Quiggie 
to set at rest his claim to any interest 
in the ranch. uiggie, through his at- 
torney, Jesse F. Waterman, filed a 


claim for compensation and seeking to 
have it adjudged a lien on the prop- 
erty. 

Judge M. T. Allen, before whom the 
case was tried, on Tuesday of iast 
week, ruled that a cross-complaint 
would not hold in the action at issue.

But Quiggie has by no means given 
up the fight. His attorney has given 
notice of appeal to the Supreme rt 
from Judge Allen’s decision refusi 
to entertain the cross-complaint, an 
he is prepared to go still further. An 
action will shortly be brought against 
Meyer by Quiggle. asking, first, that 
plaintiff be awarded judgment for $100,- 
000, for the development of 1000 inches 
of water arc per contract of record: 
second, judgment for upward cf $400 
for materials/furnished in the boring 
and equipment of the well, and, third, 
$100,000 mages for wee restrained 
from the privilege of pushing the con- 
tract to completion. 

Quiggie still professes to be able to 
open up the well, and restore the flow 
of water or gas, or both, in any desir- 
able quantity at short notice. It is 
stated that there are parties who are 
willing and anxious to utilize the water 
and the gas on a large scale if given 
the opportunity. Meyer, in the mean 
time; profeeses that the well has been 
only a detriment to him and his 
ranch, so far, and that Quiggie’s ho'e 
in the earth is not worth 6 cents. As 
there is no present flow of water from 
the well. he does not recognize that 
Quiggie has any claim to compensation 
whatever. 

Quiggie has offered to waive all 
claim to compensation if Meyer will 
make him a present of what he terms 
a worthless hole in the ground. No 
compromise on such terms is probable, 
however, and the question as to 
what constitutes development of water 
will have to be tled in the courts. 
On that question rests Quiggie’s 
claim for compensation. If his con- 
tention that the opening of a phenome- 
nal gusher for a brief period is devel- 
opment of water, is upheld by the 
courts, then it will appear that Marius 
Meyer is largely in his debt. Otherwise 
he will get nothing for all his labors, 
unless the court authorizes him to go 
on with the work until he develops a 
permanent supply of the precious fluid. 
There is little doubt that an inex- 
haustible supply of water underlies the 
Meyer ranch. It is merely a question 
of keeping the well that taps [t open 
and the water under control. It may 
be impossible to correct the defects in 
the present well to make it serviceable, 
but confidence is expressed by well 


controllable well could be bored in the 
vicinity, which would prove a great 
source of wealth to thw owner. ‘ 
Great confidence is also expressed in 
the permanency of the gas supply un- 
derlying the Meyer property. It is 
said the capital could be raised in short 
order to utilize the natural gas by 
erecting a power plant on the epot to 
generate electricity, which could be 
cheaply and easily conveyed to Los 
Angeles and other Southern California 
towns, thus affording cheaper light and 
power than is now derived from oll and 
mountain streams. 

The Quiggle well is only 350 feet deep. 
A heavy stratum of impervious clay 
was passed through before the immense 
flow of gas and water was struck. 
There were no indications of oil so far 
as the drill had gone, but the opinion 
is freely expressed that ol] exists in 
considerable quantity lower down. 
Speculators and irrigators would hall 
a settiement of the differences between 
Quiggie and’ Meyer, so that this phe- 
nomena! r of gas and water 
could be further exploited.

pretext that the roots are a menace to 


‘the sewer system. The Street Superin- 


tendent of Riverside, Frank Olmsted, 
former City Engineer of Los Angeles, 
as well as the. Street Superintendent 
of Los Angeles and others whose po- 
stiions have given them opportunity 
to study the effect of tree roots on 
sewers, have written to different cit- 
izens, expressing surprise at the policy 
of the Trustees. Residents in the 
northern part of the State, even, have 
heard of this destructive work, the at- 
tention of Prof. C. H. Devenelle. who 
for seven years was lecturer on prac- 
tieal agriculture in the University of 
California, having been attracted.

There have 
been immense fortunes made _ in 
railroad consolidations; with these, 


and with the amazing development of 
industrials, the banks and trust com- 
panies have to do. And that is why in 
many cases they make their 100 per 
cent. Then take ofl and iron and steel, 
with their unparalleled proeeeds and 
increment earned or unearned, and 
you have the great round world of 
money. making. It was certainly the 
ambition of the late C. P. Huntington 
to leave as many millions of dollars as 
he had lived years, and he came pretty 
near doing so. What a puny and in- 
significant ambition! John D. Rock- 
efeller might easily leave a Dillion or 
two. If not, tell me why not. 

Partly from insid¢ information and 
partly from a beljief that it would 
shortly be inevitable, I predicted in 
these letters some time ago that the 
greatest of all consolidations, that of 
the iron and steel interests, would be 
effécted. It has been a sparring match 
of giant interests. They made vi- 
cious passes at each other. Carnegie 
partly threatened and then came down 
partly. The Pennsylvania people and 
the Morgan party partly resisted and 
y sought to negotiate a compro- 
mise. In all these projects, or predicted 
projects, figure on a certain amount of 
real warfare with a great amount of 
bluffing mixed in. Then comes the 
wish for peace, and it can usually be 
obtained with honor: the peace that 
contending persons like to enjoy after 
a period; and especially the peace that 
stockholders and investors want, and 
that bankers, boards of managers and 
brokers especially must take into 
consideration, if they would hold 
the oonfidence of nations who are 
essential to them. This is one 
of the elements of risks’ that 
the investor is realizing to have 
his banker or his manager eliminate 
for him, and there is usually a way to 
do it. So great projects center about 
big people, for they are the ones who 
know how to integrate contending as 
well as cotrdinate forces in finance. 
Wil the greatest of all combines 
together? As Andrew Carnegte 
has said, somewhat, no doubt, tn the 
Yanity of his own personal leadership 
in the tron and steel industry—it is al! 
a question of management; that is, of 


organization. The situation seems to 
require the development in manu- 
factures of a new order of industrial 
mastodons—mons ters, the Populist 
would call them-—lItke Morgan in 


finance and Rockefeller in a natural 
product. And it is in reference to the 
team work required for these immense 
new creationg of business that ex- 
Comptroller Eckels finds his hope for 
the ambitious young man who feels 
convinced that individual opportunity 
is his long suit.

Russian Sugar Duitable. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.{ Secretary of the Treasury 
Gage has announced his decision in the 
Russian sugar case by issuing instruc- 
tions to all collectors of customs in the 
United States to collect the counter- 
valling duty upon Russian sugar im- 
ported into the United States. He di- 
rects that the countervailing duty be 
collected at the rate of 64 kopeks, or 
about 32 cents per pood (a little over 
36 pounds,) on all refined sugars im- 
ported into the United States from 
Russia, 

The movement to have countervailing 
duti¥s restored upon Russian sugar 
was started by California sugar pro- 
ducers through their representatives tn 
Congress, and was immediately taken 
up by all other sugar-producing States.
